EXECUTIVE ORDER 7~73 


Executive Order Amending Executive Order 2-71, 


Under the present multi-county district system for Montana, 
the Flathead Indian Reservation of the Confederated Salish and 
Kootenai Tribes is divided between Districts 10 and 1l. Major 
portions of the Reservation lie within both Lake County in 
District 10 and Sanders County in District ll. 

The Chairman of the Flathead Reservation Tribal Council and 
the Chairmen of the Board of County Commissioners in Flathead, 
Lake, Lincoln and Sanders Counties have jointly petitioned to have 
Sanders County moved from District 11 to District 10 in order that 
the entire Flathead Reservation lie within a single multi-county 
Gistrict. 

The multi-county districts are becoming a vehicle for inter- 
governmental cooperation among local governments, and there should 
be no impediment to the fullest possible participation of the Tribal 
governments in these efforts. 

THEREFORE, I, THOMAS L. JUDGE, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the Authority vested in me do hereby amend 
the Multi-County Districts for planning and administration in the 


State of Montana as follows: 


District 10: 


Flathead, Lake, Lincoln, Sanders Counties 
District ll: Mineral, Missoula, Ravalli Counties
